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APATHY AND UNCONCERN 
RAMPANT IN AMERICA 


The apathy of the American people is one of the major factors working for the Communist con- 
spiracy today. That this apathy should manifest itself in the highest ranks of government is sufficient 
reason to believe that the Communists will go on winning the “cold war” with little danger of it ever 
becoming a “hot war.” 


A classic example of such ignorance and apathy was brought to light recently by South Caro- 
lina’s Senator Strom Thurmond on the floor of the Senate. Senator Thurmond attacked Senator Ful- 
bright’s memo issued approximately a month before which allegedly caused the cancellation of the an- 
nual seminar for reserve forces in the Republic of Panama on the teaching of the true nature and aims 
of Communism. It is also suggested that the Fulbright memo had much to do with the suppression 
of the films ‘Operation Abolition” and “Communism On The Map” in respect to their viewing by 
our armed services. 


RADICALISM OF THE RIGHT 


Whether the left-wing Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Senator Fulbright, 
objects to the activities and educational programs of various military leaders because they are in con- 
flict with the present administration program or because they are just plain anti-Communist, has not 
been fully ascertained. Either way, the muzzling of any anti-Communist spokesman is direct aid and 
comfort to the enemy. A clue to Senator Fulbright’s attitude toward a conscious acknowledgment of the 
Communist menace is found in his term “radicalism of the right,” the phrase he chooses to use in smear- 
ing the anti-Communist educators. 


Senator Fulbright explains his position this way: 


“If the military is affected with this virus of ‘right wing radicalism, the danger is worthy of 
attention. If it believes the public is, the danger is enhanced. If, by the process of the ‘military’ edu- 
cating the public, the fevers of both groups are raised, the danger is great indeed. 


“Fundamentally, it is believed that the American people have little, if any, need to be ‘alerted’ to 
the menace of the cold war. Rather, the need is for understanding of the true nature of that menace 
and the direction of the public’s present and foreseeable awareness of the fact of the menace, toward the 





support of the President’s own total program for ‘sur- 
vival in a nuclear age.’ There are no reasons to believe 
that the military personnel generally can contribute to 
this need beyond their specific technical competence to 
explain their own role. On the contrary, there are 
many reasons and some evidence for believing that 
an effort by the military beyond this limitation, in- 
volves considerable danger.” 


What the Senator is really saying is that the people 
of the United States should not bother to inform them- 
selves of the nature of Communism — they should 
blindly leave that to the government and submissively 
follow the dictates of the various government leaders. 
The fact that ours has always been a government “of 
the people, by the people and for the people” seems to 
have escaped the understanding of the Arkansas Sena- 
tor. Objections to the President’s programs, even 
though they lead to socialism or appeasement of Com- 
munism, must be meekly accepted by the people. 


A CAMPAIGN OF INTIMIDATION 


In one of the most outstanding speeches on the 
floor of the Senate in a good while, Senator Thurmond 
presented a well documented and factual case against 
the gagging proposal by Senator Fulbright. He said 
in part: 

“This campaign to intimidate, discredit and 
frustrate our military officers in their efforts 
to combat Communism, must be reversed and 
defeated. If it is allowed to continue, our se- 
curity will be just as seriously impaired as it 
would be were the weapons of our armed forces 
to be taken from them, bit by bit, and locked in 
warehouses. We cannot win the war against 
the Marxists with one hand tied behind our 
backs. When we succumb to this insidious cam- 
paign to muzzle our military leaders, we are 
weaving the thongs for our own bondage. The 
efforts of the anti-anti-Communist conspiracy 
must be nullified and the primary weapon with 
which we have to fight is information concern- 
ing the total nature of the Communist menace. 
Now is the time to increase, not diminish or 
impair, existing programs to alert the Ameri- 
can people, in uniform or out.” ! 


COOPERATION REQUIRED OF EVERY CITIZEN 


On the floor of the Senate on July 29, the same 
matter was again discussed and Senator Mundt added 
more authority to Senator Thurmond’s already con- 
victing speech by including the following statements by 
J. Edgar Hoover in official notice to all law enforce- 
ment officials on April 1, 1961: 

“The way to fight it (Communism) is to 
study it, understand it, and discover what can

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be done about it. This cannot be achieved by 
dawdling at the spring of knowledge; it can 
only be accomplished by dipping deeply into 
thoughtful, reliable, and authoritative sources 
of information. 


“The job of curtailing and containing Com- 
munism is one for legally constituted authori- 
ties with the steadfast cooperation of every loyal 
citizen. This is neither the time for inaction 
nor vigilante action. We must understand our 
basic American heritage under law, and we must 
face the Communist menace with deliberation, 
quiet courage, and knowledge. These are the 
qualities which Communism shrinks from — 
these are the qualities against which Commun- 
ism can never succeed.” 


On March 1, 1960, J. Edgar Hoover wrote: 


“It is indeed appalling that some members of our 
society continue to deplore and criticize those who stress 
the Communist danger. 

“What these misguided ‘authorities’ fail to 
realize is that the Communist Party U.S.A., is 
an integral part of International Communism. 
As the worldwide menace becomes more power- 
ful, the various Communist Parties assume a 
more dangerous and sinister role in the count- 
ries in which they are entrenched. Public in- 
difference to this threat is tantamount to na- 
tional suicide.” 


TESTIMONY FROM THE INSIDE 


Mr. Karl Prussion, who was a member of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States for 26 years (91/4 of 
them as an F.B.I. agent) and left the Party to become 
a valuable witness before the Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, drove home the seriousness of the Com- 
munist situation within our nation when he said in 
sworn testimony on May 13, 1960: 

“It is my sincere and honest opinion that 
never before in the history of the Communist 
Party of the United States has the situation been 


more critical for our democratic form of govern- 
ment. 


“The Communist Party in the United States today 
is more influential in economic, political, and_ social 
circles than ever in its history. In brief, the situation 
is indeed critical in view of the international situation, 
with the recent visit of Khrushchev to our shores, and 
the complications that are rapidly developing through- 
out the world.” 


Senator Fulbright, in urging that the military lead- 
ers not be allowed to engage in education of the tactics 
of Communism, is closing his eyes to the very extent 
to which they are accomplishing their goals within ouf 
nation. In his testimony of June 10, 1960, Karl Prus 
sion showed how the San Francisco riots were actually 
an example of how Communists will use others if

MID-EUROPE: COLD WAR LINE-UP 1961 


With the visual evidence of Russian power on these 
maps, is there the slightest doubt that the currently 
self-imposed weaknesses of Western Europe is a con- 
tant temptation for a Red take-over? 


The plaintive wail that a war-shattered Europe can- 
not afford to arm is not valid: China and Russia were 
equally war-shattered but they resolutely came up with 
175 and 225 Divisions respectively and on that single 
factor were able to base their brutal power-politics that 
netted them half the World since 1945. Apparently 
Europe lacks the will to fight? 
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Intrepid Spain has shown what can be done on a 
“shoe string,” she defeated Russia on the battlefields 
of the Spanish Civil War (1936-1939). At a fraction 
of the “mutual security” grants that cascaded into 
France and England, she maintains 11 divisions behind 
the Pyrenees — which may yet become the last refuge 
of the shattered and retreating NATO divisions. 


In the apathy of the West, we have the conflict of 
“butter versus guns,” the British are a flagrant example 
(though they can be said to have triggered both World 
Wars I and II). In their 1956 defense expenditures of 
approximately $4 billion, the British spent an equal 
figure for purely welfare items (and cut their income 
taxes, too!) In that year, the United States spent ten 
times that amount in the defense of essentially alien 
areas. As regards the British “welfare State,” free glasses 
and dentures will not stop the Cossack on the move. 


THE DECLINE IN WESTERN ARMAMENTS 


I invite your attention to the attached table “De- 
cline in Western Armaments” with the shocking impli- 
cation that the European performance of 1960 only 
runs from 7% to 25% of a mobilization effort, in time 
of peace, notwithstanding the fact of the deadliest in- 
ternational menace in recorded history — the march of 
the Communist tyranny.

Compared with the output in the 1928 column, the percentage 
performance for 1959 (last column) is totally inadequate. 
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The situation was brought out in recent annual in- 
terparliamentary meetings (of N.A.T.O.) in Paris, espe- 
cially in 1959 when General Twining sharply collided 
with de Gaulle and his refusal to accommodate Ameri- 
can nuclear flights unless he had political control, on 
the same basis as Great Britain. De Gaulle has a point 
here. However, the basic deficiencies are not in the 
Air—pbut in the Ground Forces, in the so-called 
N.A.T.O. “shield.” 


As regards central Europe, there are between eight 
and ten million refugees from behind the Iron Curtain 
and they have a burning grievance; they were expelled 
from their homes by Russian bayonets. Easily 10 per 
cent are of suitable age for military service (after all, 
we conscript our teen-agers to be thrown into every 
alien’s rat’s nest of the globe); the refugees alone could 
muster the equivalent of 30 or 40 divisions. 


TWINING AND DE GAULLE: 1959

What is the formula? It is a composite of factors 
that have always been present, of conflicts that were 
never resolved or a patchwork of half-hearted conces- 
sions. Your editor, on the stand, has made specific rec- 
ommendations in “Congressional Hearings” against the 
background of a historical evolution, viz: 


THE FICTION OF THE N.A.T.O. ‘SHIELD’ 


(1) Since 1945, Communist Russia and her satel- 
lites have armed unrelentingly until the West is con- 
fronted (1959) with a Soviet superiority in conven- 
tional armies. 


(2) Conversely, Western Europe failed to re-arm 
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proportionally. The vaunted NATO “shield” is a com- 
plete fiction, predicated on an assumed “monopoly” of 
deterrent atomic power. Through espionage and access 
to German know-how, the Russians have reached 
atomic parity with the United States. The advent of 
the “Sputnik” destroyed the last vestige of the illusion 
of “nuclear supremacy” and represents a mortal threat 
to our civilization. 


LIMITATION OF FOREIGN AID 
TO EFFECTIVE ALLIES 
(4) To maintain its military posture at home and 
abroad, the United States must radically re-appraise its 
foreign policies and the international “mutual security,” 
foreign aid grants or credit systems: 


(a) Limitation of aid to effective military Allies— 
Turkey, Spain, Germany, etc., in proportion to actually 
existing ready divisions. 

(b) This limitation excludes all neutralists, lip- 
service associates, welfare-state socialists, pro-Commun- 
ist countries, etc. Accrued savings can then be applied 
to increased missile armament of our own forces. 


(5) Place the military establishments abroad on 
a war-footing with the reduction of soft, peace-time 
luxuries, etc. Withdraw dependents from exposed po- 
sitions; they are an invitation for rapists and looters; 
the Berlin garrison is the “tethered goat” readied for 
the tiger’s spring. 


RE-ALLOCATION OF ALLIED SERVICES 


a. West Europe to furnish primarily Infantry di- 
visions and supporting arms: tactical air, etc. 


b. The United States to furnish nuclear units and 
strategic air services only. 


c. The United States and Britain to furnish Naval 
support. 


d. West Europe to employ intensively “expellee- 
refugee” manpower in organizing “International Brig- 
ades” and bolster its defense. 


TO RESOLVE THE BERLIN IMPASSE 


e. To resolve the dangerous Berlin impasse, the 
Allies to offer Russia a conditional, mutual withdrawal 
of occupation forces from Berlin and from all of East 
Germany, the Berlin garrison to be replaced by West 
German troops with guaranteed access routes for sup- 
plies. Thus, Germans will confront each other in the 
Berlin tinder-box and possibly develop administrative 
and social adjustments of their regime. Treaty rights 
(Potsdam) can be protected by retaining the Allied 
High Command Headquarters intact, thus exercising 
the same command over the proposed West-German 
garrison they now exercise over West-German divisions. 


f. This proposal will force Russia’s hand in a test 
of evacuating 22 Russian divisions from East Germany 
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to Poland. The military posture of N.A.T.O. (such as 
it is) remains unimpaired along the present East-West 
dividing line: Concurrently and rapidly, the Allies to 
mobilize to at least develop a defense posture equal to 
peace time standards of 1928 (90 divisions). 


MANSFIELD‘S PROPOSAL TO RESOLVE THE 
MID-EUROPEAN IMPASSE 


The Majority Leader in the new Congress, Senator 
Mansfield, came up with a recent and much discussed 
proposal. 


He felt that because the “numerical imbalance’ of 
European troops is weighted “overwhelmingly” in favor 
of Russia, the five U. S. divisions in Western Europe 
have “lost real meaning” in terms of the NATO shield 
concept. 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee member 
believed that the significant meaning of U. S. troop 
commitment is “primarily a symbol” which he con- 
tended “would be no less a symbol” if reduced. 


“One would hope, therefore,” he said, “that it would 
be possible to reduce our total commitments of forces 
in Europe by two or three divisions in turn for a Rus- 
sian willingness to cut their forces in Hungary, Poland 
and Germany by a roughly porportionate number — 
say somewhere in excess of 10.” 


Senator Mansfield’s proposal, however, is more 
subtle than an optimistic assumption, more sophisti- 
cated than a quixotic tilting at Russian windmills. It 
aims at breaking a “deadlock” that centers around Ber- 
lin, around the whole “cellophane shield on the Russo- 
Allied front: Denmark-Switzerland.” 


THE UKRAINE AND 
COMMUNIST RUSSIA 


THE UKRAINE: ABANDONED BY THE WEST 


In Issue No. 25 (April 14/1961) of the WEEKLY 
CRUSADER we presented two important contributions 
that were morally and intellectually related — though 
the authors are completely independent: Dr. Charles 
Callan Tansill, who produced astounding evidence, not 
heretofore known, that World War II could have been 
stopped in October 1939 (“Peace Conference to halt 
W.W. II”) and Mr. Jaroslaw Stetzko, the head of the 
Ukrainian Independence Movement and President of 
A.B.N. (“Renaissance of the West”). In the wake of 
World War I, the Ukraine enjoyed a brief period of 
independence (1918-1920). Again within the impact 
of World War II, it could probably have recovered if 
the proposed Peace Conference had been realized. The 
brief epoch of revival in 1918 (the war of lost oppor- 
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tunities?) are evident in selected diplomatic recognition 
documents reproduced below. 


DE FACTO RECOGNITION 
BY FRANCE AND BRITAIN 


French Military Mission Kyiv, Dee. 5/1917 


In Russia 
The Allied Powers have not yet arrived at an of- 
ficial decision regarding Ukraine, but I have already 
been charged with transmitting to M. Choulguine 
the sympathy of the Allies with the efforts of the 
Ukrainian Government to establish order, to recon- 


stitute a resistance force, and to remain true to the 
Allies. 


I had believed it my duty not to wait for an of- 
ficial order and to ask you to grant me an audience 
so that no precious time may be lost and so that we 
may not be caught un-awares if the moment of action 
comes, and, consequently, to prepare the material 
for a possible discussion of the financial and techni- 
cal help which the Allies could give to Ukraine to 
help it in its gigantic project of organization and 
reestablishment. 

I am happy to have taken this initiative, for yes- 
terday I received the order to invite you, in view of 
a financial and technical help which France may give 
to Ukraine, to specify and send to the French Em- 
bassy, as soon as possible, the prospective program 
of the Ukrainian Government and its relative needs.

We kindly ask Your Majesty to trust all the state- 
ments which Mr. Stanislaw Wankowicz will make 
in our name and most of all when he will assure 
you of our stable feelings of respect and friendship. 
In conveying to you the expression of our high es- 
teem and loyal friendship, we pray to God that He 
may keep Your Majesty in His Holy and Almighty 
care.

Ukraine and the U.S.A.

On January 11, 1918, acting Secretary of State 
Polk answered the diplomatic note presented by French 
Ambassador Jusserand as follows: 


“In reply I have the honour to inform Your 
Excellency that this government is giving careful 
consideration to the whole situation, but as yet has 
reached no determination as to acknowledging sep- 
arate governments in Russia.” (Foreign Relations of 
the U.S., Vol. II, p. 655) 


Ukrainian National Council 
to President Wilson 


On October 15, 1918, the Ukrainian National 
Council sent the following message to President Wil- 
son through the American Minister, Mr. Stovall: 


“Ukrainian National Council just founded in 
Switzerland of representatives of almost all political 
parties of Ukraine for the defense of Ukrainian na- 
tional and democratic causes abroad formulates its 
best wishes to you, Mr. President. It relies entirely 
on the basis of your program in which it sees the 
best guarantee for the continued free existence of the 
independent Ukrainian state. We are sure that the 
entire Ukrainian people is at one with us in placing 
its entire confidence in your defense of our independ- 
ence before our enemies. Ukraine does not wish to 
encroach upon the rights of other people. Her only 
wish is that all the territories populated by our race, 
including Eastern Galicia and Bukovina now op- 
pressed by the Austrians, be reunited under a free 
and independent government entering as a member 
into the society of nations. (Foreign Relations of 
the U.S., Vol. Il, p. 697)

COMMUNISM IS AKIN TO CANCER 


| On December 29, 1959, Congressman Francis E. 
"Walter, Chairman of the House Committee on Un- 
"American Activities, said: 


“Ignorance of Communism is our greatest weak- 
‘ness in today’s struggle with the Communist conspiracy. 
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Communism is a cancer which attacks the body politic 
and brings about the downfall of entire governments, 
just as cancer itself attacks and destroys human bodies. 
Without a thorough knowledge of Communism, we 
can no more hope to survive and conquer it than we 
can hope to defeat cancer without authoritative and 
reliable knowledge of its nature.” 


As far back as 1953, in a Facts Forum interview, 
Robert Stripling, who was Chief Investigator for the 
HCUA for 10 years, said the following in regard to 
the apathy of Americans concerning Communism: 


“I think it is the responsibility of every citi- 
zen of America to be vigilant in every respect so 
far as our enemy is concerned, namely the Soviet 
Union. There has been too much complacency 
in the past on the part of the average citizen 
in assuming that it was the job of the govern- 
ment or the job of someone else to take care of. 
Actually, it is the direct responsibility of every 
citizen of this country to see to it that his 
government carries out the policies and the se- 
curity regulations which will best safeguard the 
interests of home.” 


Unfortunately, there are many Americans who seem 
to be immune to the facts about Communism. When 
the truth about this gigantic conspiracy and its power- 
ful allies is presented, their minds close like a clam shell. 
While they are immune to facts about Communism, 
they eagerly accept important phases of the Commun- 
ist Party line. In the face of such anti-anti-Communist 
thinking, Clemente Rojas prophesied that the non- 
Communists of the western hemisphere are destined 
to “weep like women for what they didn’t know how 
to defend.” 


ANOTHER PARTY MEMBER SPEAKS 


Louis Budenz described the noticeable apathy of 
the American people some twenty years ago when he 
was in the heart of the Communist conspiracy. In a 
newspaper column dated Dec. 13, 1958 Mr. Budenz 
wrote: 


“Whenever I pass by the big subway kiosk at 72nd 
Street and Broadway, in mid-Manhattan, memories arise 
of 20 years ago... It was from that subway station that 
I used to emerge twice a week, coming uptown from 
the Daily W orker, to confer with members of the Soviet 
secret police in various restaurants up and down Broad- 
way. The ablest of those representatives was known 
to me as ‘Roberts,’ although he turned out later to be 
Dr. Gregory Rabinowitz, at that time head of the 
Russian Red Cross in the United States. He was 
directing the extensive work of preparing the assassina- 
tion of Leon Trotsky, although this was then unknown 
to me. Thus it is, in a typical Soviet manner, that the 
Red Cross was used as the headquarters for the assass- 
ination of a political foe of the Kremlin. 
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“In those days 20 years ago... the Ameri- 
ean people rushed by me, broke their necks to 
catch subway trains, went about their business 
totally impervious to the skulduggery that was 
at work. Today, similar crowds rush in sim- 
ilar fashion, with similar sedition and espionage 
undoubtedly at work under their noses.” 

This suicidal state of apathy on the part of trusting 
Americans is known to the Communists as a “favorable 
atmosphere.” In just such an atmosphere they are 
thriving, in spite of propaganda to the contrary by the 
Communists and their dupes. 


THE FAILURE OF BUSINESSMEN 

Perhaps the one group in America who have the 
most to lose from a Communist takeover is the busi- 
nessman. With but a few notable exceptions, the 
business leaders of our nation are asleep and pathetic- 
ally unconcerned about the plight which is rapidly 
developing all about us. The American businessman 
is the greatest potential force against Communism with- 
in our boundaries, yet, except for a courageous minority, 
their efforts are almost nil. 


In one of his weekly news reports during 1959, 
Dan Smoot summed up the tragedy of sleeping Ameri- 
can businessmen quite effectively when he said: 

“America’s high standard of living has resulted 
primarily from the vision and agressive leadership of 
businessmen, mass producing what the public wants. 
But in the most important area of all, the American 
businessman has stupidly neglected his own self in- 
terest; and in a business society like ours when busi- 
ness betrays its own interests, it betrays the nation. 


“While brilliantly developing a profit-motivated 
capitalism that has built the greatest nation on earth, 
the businessman has done little to maintain an intel- 
lectual climate necessary for its own survival . . . Ameri- 
can businessmen have furnished the money for Socialist- 
Collectivists to brainwash the American people into 
believing that profit-motivated capitalism is bad. Busi- 
nessmen have even failed to help educate their own 
employees in the meaning of free enterprise While 
spending millions to give employees training in job 
skills, management leaves their training in economic 
and political thinking to able Socialist professionals who 
run unions and most governmental agencies, and who 
control vast segments of such mass media as magazines, 
newspapers, radios and television. Result: management 
frequently finds that its own employees, having suc- 
cumbed to Socialist brainwashing, swell the ranks of 
those who will destroy the very system that makes 
their own good jobs possible.” 


This is exactly the type of blindness that Senator 
Fulbright would have us manifest in this fight against 
the Communist conspiracy. It is the ultimate example 
of that lethargy that will determine the success of the 
Kremlin’s plan to enslave us. 
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THE KREMLIN MEANS BUSINESS 


Another authoritative spokesman, Matt Cvetic, who 
was a Communist agent for the F.B.I. for 9 years, had 
this to say in an article printed in the June, 1961 
issue of the Christian Crusade Magazine: 


“Many clergymen, educators, businessmen, bankers, 
political leaders, diplomats and others try to delude 
themselves into believing that ‘Killer’ Khrushchev 
really doesn’t mean it when he repeats over and over 
again his threat to Communize America and bury us. 
Frankly, for 9 years, while posing as a Communist, | 
sat in hundreds of secret Communist meetings where 
the overthrow of our country was plotted; meetings 
in which the mass murder or enslavement of many .. . 
Americans was discussed. 

“Contrary to what many think, the numeri- 
cal strength of the Communist Party is relative- 
ly unimportant in their plot to conquer the 
world. What is important to the Reds, is get- 
ting their agents, sympathizers and dupes into 
strategic posts in all sections of American so- 
ciety, as well as in our government. 


“, .. Bear one thing in mind. THERE ARE NO 
HARMLESS COMMUNISTS, FRONTERS OR SYM- 
PATHIZERS. It takes only one ‘harmless’ Red to blow 
up a dam, waterworks or a plant. It takes only one 
Communist, fronter, sympathizer or Red dupe in our 
universities, colleges or high schools to poison the 
minds of many of our children. It takes only one 
dedicated Communist in a strategic position in your 
church organization to mislead many into supporting 
Communist causes and objectives... ” 


These are the important things that Senator Thur- 
mond has learned and is alarmed about. What a tragedy 
that so many deceived and gullible politicians take the 
attitude expressed by Senator Fulbright. Unless an 
awakening comes to America soon, we will have ample 
time in Communist slave camps to ponder the words of 
wisdom and warning expressed by authorities on the 
machinations of the Communist conspiracy!
